mum of good to the people at large 
with the minimum of necessary disre- 
gard for the special interests of locali- 
ties or classes, but in time of peace 
the revenue must, oa the average, 
taking a series of years together, equal 
Uie expenditures or else the re-venues 
must lie increased. 
Last year tbere 


was a deficit. Unless o«r expenditures 
c:n) be kept within the revenues then 
our revenue laws must iio readjusted. 


It is impossible to otftliiie what shape 


such a readjustment should taUe, for 
it is as yet too early to say whether 
there will be need for it. It should be 
considered whether it is not desirable 
that the tariff laws should provide for 
applying ns against or in favor of any 
other nation inaxlmnm and minimum 
tariff rates established by tbe congress, 
so as to secure a certain reciprocity of 
treatment between other nations and 
ourselves. 


Economy In Hxppuditurea. 


I earnestly recommend to the con- 


gress tiie need of economy and. to this 
end, 
of ;\ -rigid scrutiny of appropria- 


tions. 
All unnecessary offices should 


be abolished. 
In tbe public printing 


also a large saving of money can be 
made. There is a constantly growing 
tendency to publish masses of unim- 
portant information at which no human 
being ever Isofcs. 


Yet, in speakiucr of economy, I must 


in nowise be' understood aa advocating 
the false economy which Is in tbe end 
the T^orst extravagance. To cut down 
in the navy would be a crime against 
the nation. To fail to push forward all 
work on tho Panama canal would be 
as great a folly. 


Currency* 


Every consideration of prudence de- 


mands the addition of the element of 
elasticity to our currency system. The 
evil does not consist in an inadequate 
volume of money, but in the rigidity 
of this volume, which does not respond 
as it should to the varying needs of 
communities and o," seasons. Inflation 
must be avoided, but some provision 
should be made that will insure a 
larger volume of money during the fall 
and winter months than in the less ac- 
tive seasons of tho year, so that the 
currency will contract Against specula- 
tion and will expand for the needs of 
legitimate business. 
At present the 


treasury department is at irregularly 
recurring: intervals -obliged in the inter- 
est of tiift business world — that is, in 
the Interests of the American public— 
to try to avert nnandrtl crises by pro- 
viding a remedy which should be pro- 
vided by congressional action. 
BnslneKO SlDihoclE In T>ej)nrti»enl». 
At various times I have instituted in- 


vestigations into the organization aad 
conduct of the business ot the execu- 
tive departments. While none of these 
inqtiiries have yet progressed 
far 


enough to warrant Qaal conclusions, 
they have already confirmed and cm- 
1'li.isizad tbe general impression that 
the. organization oi" the departments is 
often faulty iu principle and wasteful 
In results, while many of thoir business 
methods are autiiiuated and inefficient. 
I recommend that tbe congress consider 
this subject. 


Federal Elections. 


In my last nimual message I said: 
"The pnwor of the government to 


protect uhe integrity' of the elections of 
its own officials is inherent and has 
been recogirhod and affirmed by re- 
peated dorlamlons of the supreme 
court. Thorn is no enemy of free gov- 
ernment more dangerous and none so 
insidious ns the corruption of tbe elect- 
Orate. No ono defends or oncnses cor- 
ruption, and it would swem to follow 
rbat noii«> would oppose vigorous meas- 
ures to eradicate it. i recommend the 
ennrtnicnt of a law directed against 
bribery and corruption In federal elec- 
tions. Tln> details of such a Inw may 
be safely left to tbe wise discretion of 
the congress, but: it should go as ffir iis 
under tin- const-union it is possible to 
go and should include severe penalties 
apiiir.st him who gives or receives a 
briln; intended to influence his act or 
opinion as im elector and provisions for 
the publication not miSy of tbe expend- 
itures for m.min:iti,-r;-.r. and elections of 
nil erniilltlnlcs. !nit nlso nf ail contribu- 
tions received and expenditures nude 
by polilienl committees."

tween I'ussia ami Japan. Tile emperor 
of Russia, Immediately after the treaty 
of peace which so happily terminated 
tbis war, iu a note- presented to the 
president on Sept 13 took the initiative 
in reconimeudinf; that the conference 
be now called. The Tfp.it«l States gov- 
ernment iu response expressed its cor- 
dial acquiescence and stated that it 
wouul as a inatter of coarse take part 
in the new conference and endeavor to 
further its aims. We assume that ail 
civilized goverainc-'nts will support the 
movement and that tbe conference is 
now an assured fact. Tbis government 
will do everything in its power to se- 
cure- tbe success of ihe conference to 
the end that substantial progress may 
be made in the cause of international 
peace, justice and good will. 


Monroe Doctrine. 


There are certain essential points 


•which must never be forgotten as re- 
gards the Monroe doctrine. 1u the first 
place, we must as a nation make it ev- 
ident that we do not intend to treat it 
in aay shape or way ns an excuse for 
aggrandizement on our part at the ex- 
pense of the republics to the south. 


But we must make it evident that we 


do not intend to permit the Monroe doe- 
trine to be used by any uation on tills 
continent as a. shield to protect it from 
the consequences of its own misdeeds 
against foreign nation*. The Monroe 
doctrine docs not force us to interfere 
to prevent the punishment of a port 
save to see that the punishment does 
not assume the fornsfof territorial occu- 
pation in any shape.' 'The case is more 
difficult when It refers to a contractual 
obligation. 
This country would cer- 


tainly decline to go to war to prevent a 
foreigu government from colleetmtj a 
just debt. 
On the other fiuiiti, it is 


very inadvisable to permit any foreign 
power to take possession, even tempo- 
rarily, of the custom booses of au 
American republic in order to enforce 
the payment of its obligations, for such 
temporary occupation might turn into 
a permanent occupation. The only es- 
cape from iiiese alternatives may at 
uay time be that we must ourselves 
undertake to bring about sorae arrange- 
ment by which so much as possible of 
a just obligation shall be paid. 


To do so insures the defaulting re- 


public from having to pay debts of au 
improper character under duress, while 
it also insures honest creditors of the 
republic from being passed by in the 
interest of dishonest or grasping cred- 
itors. Moreover, for the United States 
to take such a position offers tiie only 
possible way of insuring us against ti 
clash with some foreigu power. 
The 


position is therefore in the interest of 
peace as well as iu the interest of jus- 
tice. 


Stknto DomlH£ro. 


Santo Domingo has now made an ap- 


peal to us, and not ouiy every principle 


t of wisdom, but every generous instinct 


; within us, bids us respond to the ap- 
peal. The conditions in Santo Douiiugo 
have for a number of years grown 
from bad to worse until a year ago all 
society was on the verge of dissolution. 
Fortunately just tit this time a ruler 
sprang up in Sauto Domingo who, with 
his colleagues, saw the dangers threat- 
ening their country and appealed to the 
friendship of the only neighbor who 
possessed the power and the will to 
help them. There was imminent dan- 
ger of foreign Intervention, 
Tbe pa- 


tience of foreign creditors had become 
exhausted, and at least two foreign na- 
tions were ou the. point of intervention 
and wore only prevented by the unoifi- 
clal assurance of this government that 
it would itself strive to hcln Santo 
Domingo iu her hour of need. 


Accordingly, the executive depart- 


ment of our government negotiated a 
treaty under which we are trying to 
Iwlp the Dominion! people to straight- 
en cut their finances. 
This treaty is

It is not 
a good thing that American merchants 
and manufacturers should have to sand 
their goods and Setters to South Amer- 
ica via Europe if they wish security 
and dispatch. 
Kvou on the Pacific, 


where onr ships have held their own 
better than ou the Atlantic, our mer- 
chant (lag is now threatened through 
the liberal aid. bestowed by other gov- 
ernments on their own steam lines. 1 
ask yout earnest consideration of the 
report with which the merchant uja. 
flue commission has followed its long 
and careful inquiry. 


It is n inatter of unmixed satisfac- 


tion once more to call attention to tho 
excellent work of the pension bureau, 
for the veterans of the civil \\-,\r have 
a greater claim upon us than nny other 
class of our citizens.

view, the rule has been amended by 
providing that where the inefficiency or 
incapacity comes within tbe personal 
knowledge of the bead of a department 
the removal may be made •without no- 
tice, the reasons therefor beiUK filed 
and made a record of lue department. 
The absolute right of removal rests 
•whore it always has rested, ^with the 
head of a department. Tbe change is 
merely one of procedure. It was much 
needed, and it is producing good re- 
sults.

The agricultural conditions of the is- 


lands enforce more strongly than ever 
the argument in favor of reducing the 
tariff ou vho products of the Phiiippluo 
Islands entering the United States. I 
earnestly recommend that the tariff 
now imposed by the I~>!r.g!ey bill r.pon 
the products of tbe Philippine Islands 
be entirely removed, except the tariff 
on sugar and tobacco, and that that 
tariff be reduced to ~~> per cent of the 
present rates unCer the Dinglcy act; 
that after JnSy 1, 1909. the tariff upoa 
tobacco and sugar produced in tho 
Philippine Islands be entirely removed 
and that free trade between the islands 
and thf Units>d States in tbe products 
of each country then be. provided for 
by law. 


In my judgment, immediate stops 


should be taken for the fortiiicatiou of 
Hawaii. 
This is the most important 


point In the Pacific to fortify in order 
to conserve the interests of this coun- 
try. It would be hard to overstate the 
importance of this need. Hawaii is too 
heavily taxed. Laws should be enact- 
ed sotting aside for a period of, say, 
twenty years 75 per cent of the Internal 
rovemio und customs receipts fjom Ha- 
waii ns a special fund to be expended 
Jn the islands. 


I earnestly advocate the adoption of. 


legislation which will explicitly confer 
American ciil/eushlp on all citizens of 
Porto Uico.

And then we have, 
though it will not be for long, the tiny 
meriin, the much enduring and ranch 
maligned sparrow hawk, arid, rarer 
still, though not entirely tinkuown, the 
long winged hobby. Occasionally a 
iaaner from Africa or a shaheen from 
India L-; imported by some enthusiast, 
and even the fine shaped barbary and 
some of the desert falcons have been 
seen within recent years to wear the 
hood in England.

AU these hawks and possibly a few 


others have been, trained and flown by 
En^lishraen who are now living. But 
of tbe whole number only four species 
are now. comracmiy used in England. 
Each of them has its own special 
part or parts to play in the business 
for which they are intended. But of 
tie very large number of wild erea- 
veros iu the pursuit of which nature 
has fitted each of them to excel-only a 
few now survive SB sufficient numbers 
W are to be found in sufficiently opgn 
peaces to serve as suitable qttarry for 
them. 


Tfeus, as far as Wiltshire-is coacens- 


etj, the Sights: for which the peregrine 
is habitually reserved are only three- 
rooks, magpies and pam-iages. It is In 
the earlier part of the year that the 
two first named quarry—much detest- 
ed by farmers as we!! as game preserv- 
ers—are pursued, the rooks by female- 
peregrines, especially dignified by the 
nnme of "falcons," and the magpies by 
their smaller brothers, called "tiercels." 
The falcon is fiown singly at rooks, 
which, when it Js a matter of life or 
death far them, acquit tiiemselTes with 
great ability in the air, flying at a high 
rate of speed, especially. down wind, 
aad avoiding the hawk's swoops wi£h 
much adroitness. Tbe 'falconers in at- 
tendance must gallop fast if they mean 
to keep tip with the flight until tlie

by auy hawk that ates. The wheatear, 
which may sometimes be found on the 
do'wiw in a tolerably open spot is nota- 
ble for his trickiness, and it will take a 
very good merlin or even a cast of 
them to tonch him. But the best quar- 
ry for merlins are those birds which 
take the air and go up in spiral rings 
with a view to keeping all the time 
above the pursuing hawk or hawks. 
In this case the merlins employed must 
be in the pink of condition. Often they 
have to fly miles, ringing upward all 
the time, before they can even get 
above their fiuarry, and then they must 
begin a long series of stoops, each 
made with the utmost etiergy and skill, 
before either of them aims a stroke 
which fini ws the well matched con- 
test or until'tbe! fugitive has saved 
himself in some one of the'/niany ref- 
uges which are big and thick enough to 
shield him from further pursuit. 


There are, of course, other counties 


besides Wiltshire where hawks are 
flown, and there are many other quar- 
ries besides those mentioned.

The Real j 


There were not wanting sinister in- 


fluences, subtly and persistently inhib- 
iting the development of that large, ex- 
plicit aud national re'coghitiou of 
Franklin's'services which a very little 
thiag might have called into full being 
and activity even during his lifetime. 
Had that consummation been realized, 
even for a day, though it had been but 
the day after his death, the character 
of his fame wouki iravc bee!li fixed dif- 
ferently, one Cannot doubt, for the rest 
Of time. Fur there would then have 
come fully a!ad simultaneously Into the 
national consciousness a conception of 
Franklin which—instead-of the'legend 
of tbe Philadelphia printer, almanack 
maker uud humorist -or instead of the 
legend of the nabral philosopher who 
taugilt men how to thrive in business 
and inculcated thc: practice of honesty 
as one of tbw best tricks of every trade 
—should have '••given us the leggad uf 
that historical Franklin, the most fa- 
mous patriot, the wisest statesman, the 
most successful diplomatist, of his age.

nervous system. In such cases it is 
the endeavor of tbe physician to arrest 
the cough' "by discovery and'removal 
of the cause, if possible, or, if this 
eauhot be done, by the administration 
of cough remedies. 


In cougfi due to dryness of the mu- 


cous membrane of the air tubes' 'the 
remedies employed are those that will 
promote a flow of mucus to moisten 
the offending part. This- can sometimes 
be accomplished without medicine, by 
the inhalation of the vapor rising from 
a pitcher, t.r hot water to which a tea- 
spnonfu'. of benzoin has been added. 
Until the cause of a cough is known 
the use of powerful cough medicines, 
most of which contain paregoric or opi- 
um in some form, is most inadvisable.
